The Michigan Crop Improvement As- 
Sopiation, nationally known cooperative 
farmer’s sead improvement body,: will 
in the future be the certifying organiz- 
ation for Michigan potatoes as well as 
for other fiéld seeds. Announcement 
to this effect was made this week from 
the office of the farm crops department 
atthe Michigan State College, and the 
action.is said to follow requests from 
the various potato growers organiz- 
ations of the state. 


The new plan will provide standard- 
ization of the potato certification re- 
quirements for the entire state. and 
throws the force of the Crop Improye- 
ment Association back of a great certif- 
ied seed potato program, already de- 
veloped by the potato groups them- 
selves, Improvement of the market 
quality of the state tuber crop is said 
to be the goal back of all the improve- 
ment program. 


The statement given out by Prof. J. 
F. Cox, head of the college farm crops 
department, summarizes briefly the 
new certification system: ‘The Michi- 
gan Crop.Improvement Association 
willbe the certifying organization for 
potatoes, The farm crops. department
